New York, Dee. The prelimin- 
ary report of the Nlcaracuan canal 
commlBslon, conslBting of General 
Hains, Admiral Walker and Professor 
Baiaot, hM been comftatdf, ttid will 
be read before the senate eonunittee, 
either during the Christmas recess of 
congress or Immediately afterward. 

Tliit report will. give many details 
ef e«Mtniotlott ta regard to the pro- 
ved route, and will give pretty close 
figures upon tbe entire coat of the un- 
dertaking as tar M bnmaa lofeiialtjr

A iuiouiiry «C Mmm ootte hate b4en 
made eut la sections, and without go- 
ing into details of curves and levels 
they are as follows: 

Tbe eaetern harbor and jetties will 
require about 9.000,000 cubic yarte of 
soft excavation. The Jetties them- 
selves require about 400,000 cubic 
yards of rip-rap stone. 

The Oreytown section ot the canal, 
tbat la the section beginning at the 
harbor and reaching to the east dividp. 
will require 16,000,000 cubic yards of 
earth and clay ezcavationB. The three 
lock* in this section will cost in the 
Migtaborheod of flO.OOO.OOO complete, 
with 8,000,000 yards excavation. 

Tbls section is about 13>A miles in 
teafHl aiU ^Ml through the jungle 
eoontry SMr the coast There will be 
700 acres of clearing and grubbing also 
is this section, fke incldestal ex- 
penses will amount to lltUe besides 
theM mkm cDumeiM'. llMMtore 
tM/ m ojaaltteo. 

The dlTlde aeOtlUk reidked frdm here 
through the higb ro^ nuift •! ftUle 
to 24 miles fu^er. 

Tliare are 7,600,000 cubic yards of 
rocks In .tUs cut and about 6,0<KMK)0 
yards of eaHh and clay. Ttie ^pth of 
this cut will be mitigated by the height 
Ot the canal, which is here 112 feet 
abefe the sea. The actual cutting will 
be about 200 feet In the deepest part 

Prom here begins this Oehoa MOtioa, 
which runs through the SslB FMOeilOO 
basin and Florida lagoon. 

Thla is low country and the cutting, 
which will reach to the Ochoa dam, 
U% vMm from tbe Carribbeaa sea, 
will only add 10,000.000 yards to the 
figures, making a trifle over 40,000,000 
cubic yardi to the dam. 

From here a summary of the cut 
through the San Juan rlrer will ag- 
gregate 34,000,000 cubic yards, with 
about 6,000,000 more for curve widen- 
ing and tfiWi aerei elearlag and grub- 
bing. 

This will not include any of the dams 

or embankments but simply the chan- 
nel cutting in the bed of the San 
Xuin river. This makes 75,000,000 
euUe yards of all grades of cutting to 
Lake Nicaragua. 

The Oclioa Dam. 

The eoet of the Ochoa dam, upon 
which reata the entire feasibility of the 
route, haa not been accurately com- 
puted, aa the UD«ertakin| ot so colossal 
a natni» !• Mrfltttt ^tbla a 

unit 

The dam wHl be over 1,600 feet in 
length, lU foundaUon 75 feet below the 
bad of silt in the river bottom, and its 
Pise over 130 feet. As the tttK Will 
have to be turned from its course dur- 
ing thla construction, It will he seen 
that many deUils will have to be taken 
Into consideration for an eatlmato for 
Its eoet 

T^e 9fUi Carlos embankment will

the shallow part ot the l*ke will agpe- 
gate 10,000,000 yards, making a total 
of 85,000,000 to the western division of

The estlmatea tor the western divi- 
sion have not been made yet.

New York, Dec. 28.— William A. E. 
Moore, convicted of working the 

"Badger" game on Martin Mahon, at 
the Hotel Grenoble, was to have beeu 
sentenced, but the trial of his alleged 
Wife, Fayne Strahaa Moore, accused of 
lompliclty In tbe crime, being still in 
progress. Recorder Goff announced 
when court convened that the passage 
sentence would be deferred. 

The croea-ezamination of Mrs. Fayne 
Moore was eontlnued. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Mclntyre sought to elicit 
admission that Mrs. Moore came from 
Atlanta with a man named Ryan, said 
to be a gambler. She Introduced Ryan 
to Moore, akid tbat she arranged a 
game of billiards between the two men 
in which Ryan lost |1,000 to Moore, but 
to all the questions put by Mr. Intyre, 
answers were given in the negative. 

Mra. Moore refused to give tbe name 
of the man with whom she went to 
Europe. She denied that she had ever 
fled from tbe United States to Europe 
with a confectioner from Memphis. 

Mrs. Moore also d«ded varloua alle- 
gations of immorality implied by ques- 
tions of the croBS-examiner. An entry 
from her diary gave evidence of her 
Intimacy with Ellis, the Cuban, who 
haa been frequently referred to during 
the trial.

OeneMl Howard's Oamylalnt. 

Washington, Dee. tS.— The war in- 
vestigation commission wss reduced 
to two members, Chief of Englneerb 
General John M. Wilson and Colonel 
Denhy. General Wilson has practically 
transferred his war department office 
to the commission's quarters, and Col- 
onel Denby officiated as interrogator, 
with General O. O. Howard, retired, in 
tbe witness chair. General Howard 
told how disappointed he bad been in 
not securing assignment for active 
sorvice during the war, and bow he 
had done the next best thing for his 
country by accepting the office of visit 
lag delegate for the army and navy 
Christian oommlselon, and dlatributing 
tracta and other tblnga through the 
southern eamps. 

The Pape'a Reply. 

Rome. Dec 23.— The pope at the re 
ception ot tka Obrlatmba greotlagB of 

the cardinals and other prelates ap- 
peared to be In excellent health. Re- 
plying to their congratulatlona, h« 
referred to the "sinister events of 
1898," and said "it was high time the 
governments of Eur<H>e united to stop 
unheard ot outragea and eave ez- 
termlnations." But, the pontiff added, 
this could not be stopi>ed until the 
"fear of God, the basis of all morality, 
is revived la the oonaoleaee ot tke peo- 
ple and bccnmes the guiding principle 
of the organization of states." 



Now Traaty Wllh Para. 

Now York, I><'c. 23.— Captain J. B 
Hickey, military attache of tbe United 
States legation In Peru, arrived here 
on the Panama liner Alliance. Ho 
on his way to Washington. Speaking 
of the notification of the abrogation of 
the commercial treaty between the 
United States and Peru, which expires 
by limitation next October, Captain 
Hickey said that it will be followed by 
a new treaty, one of the principal fea 
tures of which will provide for arbltra 
tlon ot claims of citizens of one coun- 
try against the other, Which will do 
away with tbe trictloa attendlag the 
MoCord aM <IMfNr dtUitt.

Cincinnati. Deo. 23.— General Miles 
returned to Washington after being the 
guest of honor her* at the New Eng- 
land banquet 

Whdn naked aa to tha Investigation 
into the beef ration scandal he is now 
making, to which he referred in his 
testimony Wednesday, General Miles 
said: "My suspioiona were aroused 
several months ago, and I at oat» in- 
stituted an investigation into the mat- 
ter of sending beef to tbe army in the 
West Indies. The item in my testi- 
mony ot Wednesday relating to 371 
tons ot retrlgeVator beef and 108,000 
pounds of canned fresh beef, which was 
unfit for food, is only an item. This 
quantity was sent to one town In Porto 
Rico alone. How much more was sent 
to Porto Rleo I do not know." 

"How about the beat aupply tor tbe 
army in Cuba?" 

"It was Just as bad. The conditions 
there were no better than they were 
in Porto RloOk aa I Indleated In my 
testln(iony." 

"How about rations before the army 
embarked? Was the tJiipply no better 
before the transports sailed than after 
the army was eatabliabed in Cuba?" 

"It waa the same at Tampa and the 
same at Jacksonville." 

"Will you give a little more light 
on what you meant by this assertion 
in your teatlmoay betare tba war aom- 
Ddssion?" 

General Miles suggested that the food

— Evidences was 
secured from additional witnesses to 
show that books and papers belonging 
to the Standard Oil company had bean 
destroyed on Nov. 19 and 21. 

The first witness examined was 
Oewge Fields, wba was claimed to 
have sent employee ot the company to 
the general oflces after the hooka that 
were alleged to have been destroyed. 
Field testified tbat he was instructed 
by telephone to send two men to the 
general offlces. He thought it waa on 
Kov. 19. He sent William Meran and 

McNierney in the morning, and In the 
afternoon Gabeline and Schaf went to 
help them. 

The nest wltneas waa William Mo- 
ran. Moran aald that he was sent 
after the boxes of books and papers. 
He told about burning them. 

On cross-examination Moran said 
that he knew that a lot of books and 
papers were burned a year ago, but 
he did not help burn them. Nobody 
said anything to hire about keeping 
the brning of the bonkR secret Other 
witnesses have . testified that it was 
common to bum old records. Another 
effort was made to subpoena Secretary 
Squire of the Standard Oil company, 
and Frank Rockefeller, bUt neither 
could be found.

Washington, Dec. 28.— It la accepted 
8 little short of certain In the best 

nformed official and diplomatic circk s 
that negotiations will be opened at uu 
early day toward so noodifying the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty aa to meet the 
condltlona of the present day conceni- 
Ing American construction and OMtrol 
of the Nlcaraguan canal. 

But while recent events on both 
sides of the water have made this move 
obvious, the British ambassador. Sir 

Julian Pauncefote has not up tO the 
present time presented any instruc- 
tions to open negotiations on this sub- 
ject nor is there any Intlmatioa that 
instruetlona are about to be recelWt. 

For this reason some surprise is ex- 
pressed in diplomatic quarteib at seem- 
ing authoritative announcements that 
Sir Julian has such iastructloas in 
hand, or la about to receive then aai 
will execute them during holiday week 
by opening conferences with the state 
department. 

In the absence of all instructions on 
the matter, the ambassador could not 
have made an authoritative statement, 
and bad such Instruction been received 
he is not in the habit of giving author* 
itatlVe disclosures of his purposes. 

At the same dme It la thouiiht to be 
quite likely that tbe near fieture will 
bring forth negotions of this character. 

The United States' charge d'affaires 
at London, Mr. Henry White, is at 
present the guest of Lord Salisbury at 
Hatfield House, and unoSclal cable 
reports have indicated that the visit 
might have some connection with the 
abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. 

In diplomatic quarters here thla con- 
etroetion la not placed upon the visit, 

which is said to ly quite In line with 
the usual srx lal feature of the holidays. 

If, however, it has official signifi- 
cance, there are phases likely to crop 
out aside from tbe abrogation of fha 
Clayton-Bnl wer treaty. Tt will be re- 
called that the president's recent mes- 
sage, referring to American construc- 
tion of the canal, was misinterpreted 
by the English press to mean that the 
United States Intended to disregard the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and go ahead 
with the canal without reference to 
England. 

This view was promptly disavowed 
by offldala here. Since then there has 
been shout time for the official mail 

to reach London, ami this douhtless 
permits a fuller clearing up of the er- 
roneous Impression that the English 
press and public, and possibly the 
officials, took ot the president's refer- 
ences to th« canal. 

It is felt fhnt this better und(>rstand- 
Ing may natm :ul up to instruc- 

tions from the foreign office to take up 
the whole subject, but as stated, no 
such Instnietlons hnve been received 
up to this time, and there is no intima- 
tion that they are about to be gli

Rev. Oetfrne Edward Rapp, pastor of 

the Dover M. E. Chnrch, Sooth, and who 
is taking snob a lively interest in the 
bailding ol anewcborch boase, was bom 

in Cincinnati, 0. His parents are Gei^ 
man. His mother tongue is therefore 
German. Ha heard his first English 
word when about five years old. While 
he was yet a youth his parents moved to 
Kenton, Kenton Ooaoty, Kaatodky, on 
account of the rapidly failing health of 
his father, who left the crowded streets of 
the city, to try and regain his health on 
the farm. The advantages of the public 
school was very few, so George spent 
nearly all his time on the farm, and be- 
came an active farmer, besides dealing in 
horses, cattle, sheep, hogs, dec. 

At the age of ten, one night as he was 
sitting under the sound of the gospel in 
hi* home ehareh,tbe eall to the ministry 

came to him in unmifltakable tones. 

He was converted at the age of sixteen, 
under the preaching of a beaatifal yotmg 
lady. Miss Belle Hunt. 

The call to the ministry came with re- 
newed force at his convorsion.and under 
the enthusiasm of the new life, he earn- 
estly desired to enter the ministry at 
once. But his parents and older brother 
and iiatars objected serious. So rather 
than disobey them, he settled down to 
farm life again. 

He always had a burning desire for an 
edaeation, and at the age of twenty, left 
home tor ■chool« determined to make 
a lawyer oot of himself. He entered the 
Kentucky Wesleyan College, then lo- 
cated at Millersburg, Ky. The next year 
the college was moved to Winchester, 
Ky., to which place he followed the col 
lege. During his stay in college he was 
elected President of the college Y. M. C. 

A. and was sent to Lake Geneva, Wis 
consin, to reprssent his college at the In< 
tereollegiate Y. M. O. A. convention 
which met there that year. 

He received his A. B. degree from the 
K. W. C. In the spring of "M. While In 
college the last year he decided to enter 
the ministry. His work in col lege gained 
him a $100 scholarship in the Theological 
Department of Vanderhilt University, 
which he entered in the fall of 
That year he gained another tlOO schol 
arship to be paid the second year. At 
the end of his second year he was elected 
}y the faculty of the university to the re 
sponsible position of manager of Wesley 
Hall. This position he filled the third 
year, which paid liim i>er month, and 
he took in addition the regular senior 
work of the university. In June, 1897, 
he receivei! Iiis ,\. M. degree and also his 

B. D. degree from this great university. 
Several months before graduation he was 
elected by the T'^ni versify lioard to run 
the Vanderbilt Uuiveruity hotel during 
the summer months. 

He was ollcred several good positions 
by different businese men, but declined 
on account of poor health and the advice 
of his classmates. Bitihop Hargrove had 
several interviews with him and tried to 
get him to go West and join one of the 
Western conferences, ofTering him a good 
church. But he preferred to come back 
to join the Jlentucky Conference where 
he could be near his parents and visit 
them In their latter days of life. He has 
been called by the Mission Board to go 
as a missionary to China, but refused, 
both OB aoooiutof bad health and on ac- 
count of tbjii tiaa of lova that bUid him 
to his parents. 

He joined the Kentucky Conference at 
Mt. Sterling, and was sent to Dover as 
his first work. He was popular hnom 
the start, and by his earnest effort and 
natural ability baa wonderfully improved 
the spiritual standing of the church. He 
c )nimand9 the highest respect of not only 
his own congregation but ot ail Ghristisn 
paople. The demaad for his return was 
80 pressing that be was returned to the 
Dover charge by the last conference, and 
at once began the work of bailding a new 
church hoase. 

His efforts toward securing subscrip- 
tionH have met with good success, and 
over a thousand ^pilars have been do- 
nated, and the good work goes on.
